Again the bill to establish a whip- 
ping post iK'tialty iu Kentucky has 
come up at Frankfort aud the lower 
House passed the bill. Our representa- 
tive, to Ins credit be it said, opposed tbe 
hill. While in Frankfort we heard sev- 
eral members of the Senate express 
themselves in favor of the hill, so that 
it really looks as if we were to go hack 
to the days of semi-barbarism — to place 
ourselves on a level with Hussia and 
China with respect to this law, which, 
unlike gifts of mercv,blens botb the giv- 
er and as well as the receiver, curses 
lioth tlie giver and receiver. No man, 
Is- he high sheriff or anybody else, can 
take a lash and lay on blows upon a 
helpless fell, >w man without being bru- 
talized by the act. No one can witness 
the operation much less nciir it with- 
out being degraded aud injured. Every 
man who votes for that law ought to be 
remembered and given a black eye by 
ids constituents. 

We have not room to argue tbe case, 
nor answer the arguments offereu in 
support of tbe bill. It is not an answer 
to say that the expense incident 
to punishing petty offenders is so great, 
and that it would be avoided hy whip- 
piiig;granled; and yet it would coat leas 
to shoot them than it would to whip 
tliem, and upou the economical idea, let 
us -hoot all w ort bless and petty offend- 
ers. It costs a vast deal to tbe State to 
take care of cripples and invalids. In- 
stead of hospitals and asylums, let's do 
like tlie Fiji Islanders and Australians, 
put to death all cripplea and aged per 
sons as useless incumbrances. How 
will this harmonize with civilization. 
We opine the real motive of that law to 
I* for the benefit of the negroes. If we 
enact a class legislation, let us hare tbe 
moral courage to do as they do in Cali- 
fornia anti-Chineae laws, say plainly 
that we mean it chiefly for negroes, and 
thus get up a speedy exixUi* of that 
class from our State.
